Washington, June 2.-rThe proposed 
democratic revision of the wool tariff 
—the 
Underwood 
bill—was 
unani­ 
mously approved by a full democratic 
caucus last midnight, twelve houre 
after it had been made public by the 
ways and means committee. 
Its in­ 
dorsement followed some rapid ma­ 
neuvering by the democratic house 
leaders, who devised a scheme which 
effectually disposed of the opposition 
of the free wool advocates. 
Through a lesolution which leaves 
the democratic party open in the fu­ 
ture to renew its advocacy of free 
trade in raw wool, but which commits 
all democrats to the support of the 
present bill .a s. a revenue measure, 
the divergent interests were brought 
together in the caucus shortly before 
midnight, 
and 
almost 
unanimous 
agreement was reached. 
The final vote on the approval of 
the Underwood bill was made unani­ 
mous, • but 
the 
following members 
were excused from a pledge to sup­ 
port the caucus action: 
Representa­ 
tives 
Rucker, Colorado; 
Ashbrook, 
Francis and Sharp, Ohio, and Gray, 
Indiana. 
Speaker Clark took the floor imme­ 
diately and supported the resolution, 
which had been framed in the con', 
ference participated 
in by 
himself 
and 
Representatives 
Burleson, 
of 
Texas; James, of Kentucky; Fitzger­ 
ald, of New York, and Kitcbin, of 
North Carolina. 
Advocates of free raw wool, backed 
by William I. Bryan, offered amend­ 
ments putting wool immediately up­ 
on the free list, or proposing a grad­ 
ual reduction that would abolish the 
entire duty within five years. 
While direct reference to Mr. Bry­ 
an by name was not made by Chair­ 
man Underwood or others who spoke 
in favor of the 20 per cent duty, they 
replied to the sense of these free 
, wool demands by pointing out the 
absolute necessity for a small duty on 
raw wool. 
Chairman Underwood gave the com­ 
plete text of the proposed revision of 
the wool tariff to two hundred demo­ 
crats, who assembled in the party 
caucus at noon. 
It proposes a duty of 20 per cent 
on raw wool, a reduction of mere than 
50 per cent from the Payne-Aldrich 
law, now in force. 
As soon as he had concluded his 
opening speech, Mr, Harrison, of New 
York 
offered 
an 
amendment that 
would abolish the wool duty In five 
vears. 
It proposed a gradual reduc­ 
tion each year for the five-year period.

Alfalfa Has Turned Out Fine—The 
Rev. Harold Cooper Took Off Hie 
Coat and Preached a Rat­ 
tling Good Sermon. 


THE COMING WHEAT CROP. 


The last government crop report 
indicated a considerable increase in 
winter wheat. But it was not enough 
<o make it 
sure 
that 
the 
United 
States, once a purely farming coun­ 
try, need not buy part of its bread 
"broad. The winter wheat area was 
shown to be 6.6 per cent ahead of 
last year, while 
the 
average 
was 
86.1, as compared with a ten years' 
average of 86. Even in 1999, when 
the largest wheat crop, but one, was 
raised in the United Su tes, we had 
to ask Argentina to help us feed our 
own people. And last year the crop 
dropped off 90,000,000 bushels. 
Our farmers have looked at their 
virgin wheat fields as if they were 
an inexhaustible mine. 
The conse­ 
quence has been 
that 
where 
our 
farmers used to raise thirty to forty 
and even forty-five bushels of wheat 
per acre, now the five years’ aver­ 
age Is under fourteen bushels 
Mean­ 
while, the thrifty farmers 
of Eng­ 
land. who may drop the letter “H*‘ 
rnd read the newspaper with diffi 
oulty, are averaging thirty-one bush­ 
els of wheat per acre. Over in Ger

> Washington, May 30.—The rapital 
of Oklahoma will remain at Oklahoma 
City so far as the supreme court of 
the United States is concerned. 
That tribunal last afternoon de- 
clned to hold that the Oklahoma stat­ 
ute enacted la*t December to remove 
the capital from Guthrie was uncon­ 
stitutional. 
In sdbstance, the court holds that 
to say that Oklahoma has not the 
right to legally remove the state cap­ 
ital where and when its people please 
would place the state on an equality 
with the thirteen original states. This 
congress has no right or power \o do. 
The court holds that the location 
of the state capital is a purely state 
function, and one in which the fed­ 
eral congress cannot properly inter­ 
fere.

Washington, May 30.—The tobacco 
trust is held to be in restraint of 
trade and a violator of Sections 1 and 
2 of the Sherman anti-trust law, in an 
opinion handed down late last after­ 
noon by tbe supreme court of tbe 
United States. 
The decision affects sixty-five Amer­ 
ican corporations, two English cor­ 
porations and twenty-nine individual 
defendants. 
An opportunity is given the trust 
to disintegrate and recreate a condi­ 
tion of transacting business not re­ 
pugnant to law. If at the end of six 
to eight months the corporations fail 
to bring themselves within the law a 
receivership and dissolution by court 
decree will follow. 
The trust is held to have been 
guilty of intimidation and clearly to 
have shown n purpose to stifle com­ 
petition. 
Chief Justice White announced tbe 
decision, which was practically unan­ 
imous, although Justice Harlan dis­ 
sented on several points.

SOME OF JAY GOULD'S EXPLOITS 


Railroad Strategy Employed to Ad­ 
vance Interests of St. Louis as 
Great Transportation and 
Mercantile Center. 


St. Louis, Mo., May 29.—Jay Gould 
and bis son, George, have been lead­ 
ing factors in promoting the interests 
of St. Louis, the southwest and the 
west, according to S. W. Foidyce, 
himself a railroad builder of distinc­ 
tion. Col. Fordyce had the confidence 
of Jay Gould, and he is familia*, with 
the railroad strategy in the territory 
west of the Mississippi river nearly 


forty years. 
The following tribute to the Goulds, 
w ritten by Col. Fordyce, has been 
addressed by him to the St. Louis Re­ 
public. 


“Your spirit of conservatism and 
fairness in dealing with the railroad 
situation is much appreciated by the 
many readers of the Republic, both 
in and out of St. Louis. 
"Now, the first time since ihe ac­ 
quisition of the Missouri Pacific and 
allied lines by the Gould interests, 
the presidency of that great system 
has been located here, appears to me 
as a fitting time to remind our people 
of

service rendered St 
Louis by the late Mr. Jay Gould. 
“Prior to his acquisition of these 
properties 
we

Since time immemorial there has 
been manifested by progressive Amer­ 
ican citizens a marked disinclination 
to “cry over spilled milk,” a simile 
popularly and quite generally used to 
express vain regrets over what might 
or might not have been. 
Possibly in the minds of quite a 
good many of those who opposed the 
rock roads bond issue, voted upon 
recently, there is a belief that the 
subject is a “dead Issue,” and that it 
is a waste of time to discuss it fur­ 
ther, but those persons may as well 
now as later recognize the fact that a 
proposition which receives a very con­ 
siderable majority of all the votes 
cast is not a “dead issue,” and inas­ 
much as the subject is quite likely to 
be presented again in the not distant 
future, it Is permissible to review 
some of the alleged arguments ad­ 
vanced by those who 
opposed 
the 
bond issue proposition In an attempt 
ed justification of their action. 
As is well known tG all who ana­ 
lyzed the election returns, some por 
tions of the south side of the county 
voted very largely against the bond 
issue, particularly in 
Green 
Ridge 
and* Washington townships. 
It has 
since been learned that this action 
was at least partially actuated by the 
published assertions of one J. P. My­ 
ers, who claims to be an ex-highway 
engineer from Livingstone 
county, 
Illinois, but is now a resident, so he 
says, of Bloomingtou, 111. 
This man 
broke into print In a Windsor news­ 
paper to recite the fact, as he claimed, 
that rock roads are not only a proven 
failure where they have been tried, 
but are much more expensive to keep 
in condition rfter construction than 
are dirt roads. 
Here Is a specimen 
of his statements: 
“We macadamized three miles of 
road with such stone as you have in 
Pettis county, rounded the road bed 
and gave it six months to settle, then 
put on twelve inches of stone and four 
inches of gravel, making It sixteen 
inches deep. After the first yevr we 
had to commence filling chug holes 
with stone and still more each year 
and it cost more to keep it In repair 
with stone and gravel than to keep 
a dirt road in first-class shape. Each 
succeeding year the stone road re­ 
quired a greater amount of notching 
because the winter freeze and spring 
rains softened the road bed to such 
an extent that the stone kept settling 
down and the soft dirt working up 
®o that In a few years we could not 
tell that It had ever been stones ex­ 
cept for a few stones mixed with the 
dirt, and after this experience we 
stoned no more roads. * * • I think 
the only satisfactory way to build a 
stone road is to pave it with flat stone 
four to six inches thick, fitted closely 
together, then put on top of that flf-
